INSTITUTE MEETING 
—•— 

The Institute meeting held in con¬ 
nection with the Vulcan Agi icultura! 
Society in thdyJ.O.O.F. Hall on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon last and Which was 
addressed by George Hoadley, M.L.A., 
was very well attended by the farm¬ 
ers of the district and the subject.- 
which the speaker dealt- with were 
listened to with the keenest interest., 

Fall Fairs was the first subject tak¬ 
en up and in connection with them 
he said he was glad to see that we 
had a Fair as he was one of the first 
to propose It a few years ago rathei 
than see it go to Brant or Champion 
as there is no finer district in the 
province than is tributary to Vulcan. 
In dealing with the Summer compared 
to the Fall Fair the speaker said the 
Summer Fair was far the best from 
an educational standpoint hut it must 
be for the people of any particular 
district themselves to judge which of 
the two can be held to the best ad¬ 
vantage. The Fall Fair has it over 
the Summer Fair in that the farmer 
can show that year’s grains, grasses, 
vegetables, etc., and although the 
weather is sometimes detrimental to 
its success, _yct they are becoming 
more popular every year, especially 
in the northern parts of the province 
where mixed farming is carried op tc 
a larger extent than in the south, and 
when, dairy produce can be shown tc 
better advantage. 

The speaker then took up the mat¬ 
ter of roads and advocated, instead of 
the many badly kept roads there arc 
at present, a limited number kept ir 
good repair and which should be per¬ 
manent. During the past few years 
the province of Alberta has spent a 
great deal of money to give some 
kind of road between Calgary and 
Okotoks that had cost about ALffOL 
per mile, which, in wet weather was 
nothing but a quagmire. The joads 
we need are the ones that are good 
in all weathers and should be made 
with a system and by someone ^ith 
a knowledge of the work as is in 
practice in the States where road- 
making is done by road engineers who 
have passed through college for that 
purpose. What we want is good 
roads and not to see roads created 
and then left as that will never get 
as anywhere and is only a waste of 
money. 

Automobile licenses was then dealt 
with and the speaker said that he 
could remember when there were only 
abrtut 20 automobile licenses in the 
province, but now they were a great 
revenue producer which amounted 
last.year to $665,000.00. He would 
like to see the present system changed, 
however, and the man who could af¬ 
ford to run a big, expensive machine 
should be made to pay a bigger li¬ 
cense than the man who could only 
afford to run a little old Ford, as the 
big cars do more damage to the roads 
and should pay more towards their 
maintenance, as the revenue from 
this source goes to keeping roads in 
repair. In referring to the question 
of road transportation, the speaker 
said that if this ever materialized a 
tax should be imposed on these com¬ 
panies to go towards the upkeep of 
the roads which they would use. 

The question of hospitals was then 
taken up and the speaker said that 
he did not agrpe with the present sys¬ 
tem in vogue. We "want hospitals 
and need them but a proper plan 
should be submitted showing where 
they are needed and then placed where 
they will best serve their purpose and 
that is in districts where there are 
little or no railroad facilities and 
where they will cater to the needs of 
a large territory, the «govemmcnt 
making grants similar to that allow¬ 
ed to schools for their support. 

In connection with our schools the 
speaker thought that the method of 
cramming too much into the heads of 
the children was wiong as it just 
went in one ear and out of the other 
and was no use to them. What was 
wanted is a good, sound education for 
the future life of the child and not a 
lot of things that wifi not benefit him 
and help him to be useful to himself 
and to his country. The present sys¬ 
tem of running agricultural schools 
could be improved and instead of the 
boys and girls who are attending these 
institutions having to board out, which 
is sometimes a drain on the purse of 
the parents, dormitories^should be pro¬ 
vided whereby board and room could 
rbe had cheaper and these to he in 


charge of a responsible person. 

In conclusion Mr. Hoadley then 
gave a very interesting talk on Par¬ 
liamentary Representation and dealt 
at some length with the vital topics 
of tke day. He pointed out that the 
farsfer must have representation, on 
the floor of the House.- The farmers 
have been blind in‘ th"e past and have 
let their power pass from their hands 
and this is one of the'chief reasons j 
j why they have to pay through the 
I nose especially in regard to labor 
where the city man sets the price and [ 
they have to pa}’ instead'of it being, 
their privilege to do so or pay a man 
what he is worth,

TO CONTROL WEEDS AND 
HOPPERS 

A special lecture and demonstration 
train on weed eradication and control 
will tour South Alberta in February. 

A conference wus recently held in 
Saskatoon at which H. A. Craig, rep- 
uty minister of agriculture for Albdr- 
tu, as well as a representative from 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan was pi ec 
ent. * ■— 

The special trairr-is a means they 
are using to meet the farmers and it 
will commence from Winnipeg about 
January 26. The train will consist of' 
two lecture cars, one cafe artd one 
sleeper. 

Since is was impossible to fully tra¬ 
verse each province with the demon- 
t ration train, it was decided to touch 
oiily at southern points, this portion 
of each province being menaced more 
with noxious weeds and the othei 
problems of hoppers and soil drifting 
than are the northern sections. Offi¬ 
cials of the departments of agricul¬ 
ture realize the urgency of combating 
these field menaces, which have be¬ 
come infinitely more vital as a re¬ 
sult of the greater-production efforts 
of the war and of recent clop fail¬ 
ures in the dry belt, The train will 
spend two weeks ,in each province.

| emphasis on the eradication of nox¬ 
ious weeds by means of this speciul 
j train.

Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture, w^s present at the Colli- 
cutt sale arrH said a few words before 
the bidding was commenced. He re¬ 
ferred to the excellent strain of cat¬ 
tle that Mr. Collicutt had introducted 
into the province, stating that he, Mr.

Mr. Marshall reiterated the state¬ 
ment that he has made so often, to 
the effect that the breeding of good 
livestock was tljp basic necessity of 
successful farming in the proviifco.

ALBERTA FUR SALE 

There were over 300 lots of skins, 
totalling over 1000, ’included in the 
sale of furs held by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment last weelf, which Were prac¬ 
tically all made up of the beaver skins 
which had, been taken under permit, 
the total amount of the sale being 
$10,650, an average of $9.81 per skin. 
There were 86 skins not sold, having 
been put in at a reserve bid by the 
trappers.

There was a wide 
range in prices,, some of the skins 
being tendered for at tf price up to
